time He: delivered to them the 
most sacred_promise which was 
to divinely | them for the 
successful accomplishment of 
all He had called them to do. 
After receiving the fulfillment of 
this promise they were to be 
witnesses unto Him “in Jerusa- 
lem andin all Judea and in 
Samaria and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 


As the body of Adam was 
formed of the dust of the earth, 
by the divine hand and God 
breathed in him and he became 
a-living ,soul,.so the Church of 
God was formed by Jesus Christ 
during His personal ministry on 
earth by calling and ordaining 
His apostles and giving’ them 
the commission to go and preach 
the gospel.

BASE OF OPERATIONS. 
Every wise general in planning 
a great military campaign first 
selects a base of operations. 
Jesus selected Jerusalem as His 
base of operations in planning 
the great campaign against the 
forces of evil and the power, of 
darkness. The great need of 
the Church today in our mission- 
ary work in foreign lands is to 
select and establish a strong 
base of operations. In China 
we are in urgent need of funds 
to establish a missionary home. 
Some of the most effective ser- 
vices have been when mission- 
aries met the incoming ships 
and invited the missionaries of 
various denominations to such a 
home and taught and prayed 
with them, telling them of the 
pentecostal expetiiite that they 
had the privilege of receiving 
which would enable them to do 
more effective service. In this 
way many have received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost and have 
gone out into the _interior and 
preached pentecost.. Also many 
opportunities are“knocking at 
our door to open up new mission 
stations, which we are unable 
to do on account of the shortage 
of finance. Our missionaries 
have almost been forced to 
abandon some of their mission 
stations and churches already 
established because of the short- 
age of finance to meet their obli- 
gations. 


Our work in the Bahama 
Islands is a proven success. 
Many dear saints on these _ is- 
lands have the Holy fire burning 
in their soul. One visit there will 
convince you that foreign mis- 
sion work pays. Our overseer 
there is greatly hampered on 
account of the shortage of fi- 
nance, and the other countries 
where we are doing missionary 
work as well. 


The great commission em- 
bodies the universal call for 
every true follower of Jesus 
Christ, and should be answered 
every true follower of Jesus 
sentative. While many are un- 
able to go in person it is their 
privilege to share in this great 
work by representatives. This 
can be done by cheerfully con- 
tributing of our means to the 
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support of this full gospel which 
should.go to all the world. With 
foreign missions it is often as it 
was in the time of the war or 
rebellion, some who were unable 
to go as soldiers had the privi- 
lege of hiring a substitute to 
goin -their place. There are 
many in the Church who may 
not feel that they are fitted or 
able to go as a foreign mission- 
ary, but by their. business ~- op- 
portunities they are able to earn 
money- by which they may. be 
able.to send a substitute to the 
heathen lands to stand there in 
their place and preach the gos- 
pel of Christ. It certainly is our 
duty to either go or send. The 
riches of this glorious gospel 
which has so transformed our 
lives is intrusted to us and if we 
purposely withhold or . neglect 
to send it to the nations of the 
earth God will not hold us guilt- 
less if we let our brothers perish 
in darkness. 


If we could only get a glimpse 
or have a vision of the millions 
who are sinking down, never to 
rise, Iam sure that we would 
manifest a greater interest to 
hurry this gospel of power to 
them. Paul was a great mis- 
sionary, he traveled from town 


to town to preach this message | 


of full salvation, and was so 
possessed with this genuitie 
missionary spirit, that it was 
his thoughts by. day and his 
visions by night. One night 
while resting his tired body he 
saw a vision,a man standing 
by, saying, “Come over into 
Macedonia and help us.” ‘Today 
the Macedonian cry is coming 
from almost every land, “Come 
over and help us.” Just a few 
days ago I received a cablegram 
from far away China for funds 
to be sent or the work would 
suffer almost irreparable lost. 
Every saint should bathe his 
face in tears for God to supply 


the needed means to hurl this 


gospel to the heathen over the 
sea. 


A missionary once told the 
story of how he came to enter 
the mission field. “In coming 
home one night driving across 
the vast prairie I saw my little 
boy hurrying to meet me. The 
grass was high on the prairie and 
suddenty he dropped out of sight. 
I thought he was playing and 
was simply Hiding from me; but 
he did not appear as I expected 
he would. Just then the thought 
flashed across my mind. “There 
is an old well there, and he has 
fallen into it’. I hurried up to 
him and reached dowh in_ the 
well and lifted him out; and as 
he looked up into my face. what 
do you think he said? ‘Oh, papa, 
why didn’t you hurry?’ 
words never left me. They kept 
ringing in my ears until God 
put a new and deeper meaning 
into them, and made me think 
of souls without God, and with- 
out hope in this world: and from 
that vast throng a pitiful, de- 
spairing, pleading cry rolled into 
my soul, Oh, why don’t you 
hurry ?”—Sel.

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“A gentleman took a trip to 
Europe. When the fact that he 
was to go abroad became known 
among his friends, they came 
to see him in great numbers, 
each one with a commission for 
him to execute. A lady wanted 
him to buy her a real Paris bon- 
net; an scientific friend wanted 
a microscope, and so on with all 
who came to see him. - When 
they had gone away, he looked 
over the list and found, to his 
dismay, that if he made all these 
purchases, he would have no 
money with which to meet the 
expense of the trip. Of all the 


number, only one had brought 
the money with which to pur- 
chase what he wanted. 


“When the man returned, his 
friends gathered round him ea- 
ger to see what he had brought 
back, To their surprise, they 


found that he had made but one 
of the purchases he had been 
asked to make. 


“‘One day, as I sat upon the 
deck, looking over your list, a 
breeze came and blew them all 
away except this one’, he ex- 
plained.

When you pray for the relief of 
the poor, is your prayer anything 
more than words? When you 
somewhat peremptorily instruct 
rthe Lord to convert the heathen, 
is there any silver wrapped up in 
your prayer?’’—Sel. 
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enoligh rent to buy the place. There- 
fore, if each saint would do his part 
every Foreign Mission day it would 
work no hardship on any one and all 
these things I have mentioned could 
be easily done. I insisted in an 
article last summer that every mem- 
ber give twenty-five cents on Foreign 
Mission day,. and as we have 
more than twenty thousand members 
it would amount to more than five 
thousand dollars for one Mission Sun- 
day. Of course, there would be some 
who perhaps could not do that as 
often there are several children in 
the family who belong to the Church 
and perhaps that family in hard cir- 
cumstances, so it would be necessary 
for some to give liberally to make up 
for them. Then I find that there are 
SO many pastors who never take up 
a collection for Foreign Missions at 
all, so those that do will certainly 
have to give very liberally to make 
up for their brothers and sisters who 
manifest so little“ interest in the 
heathen. 


So now, sister, if you can do some- 
thing toward getting every church in 
Florida, (if you don’t feel you can 
influence those in other states further 
away) to remember the heathen on 
Foreign Mission day I am sure that 
you will reap a great reward. 


Many have said out here that the 
Church of God was not going to do 
anything for Foreign Missions and 
have just waited to see us breathe our 
last, as it were, but praise God, they 
are beginning to open their eyes and 
I am sure very soon that they will 
all look in-wonder and amazement 
and feel constrained to say, “Behold, 
hat hath God wrought!” 

Well, dear sister, I am sure I have 
said enough for you to understand 
my idea and the present urgent needs 
over here and how easily it can all 
and even more be accomplished if 
we all pull together and. work with 
an eye single to the glory of God and 
His ‘Church. 

I must now close. With a heart full 
of love to you and all the dear saints.

Precious Sister and Brother French: 

May God bless you and cause His 
face to shine upon you continually. 

Your precious letter was received 
some days ago and I waited until the 
offering came through to answer as I 
knew you would want to know when 
we received it. The fifty dollars has 
come for which we thank and praise 
God and may He in a special way 
reward the givers. 


Yes, dear sister, we have been go- 
ing through some awful times out 
here, but, praise God, the saints are 
coming to our help and the day is 
breaking. O if every one felt a real 





interest and would help only a little, 
we could clear up all the indebtedness 
on the country stations and there 
would also be plenty to send the 
waiting missionaries on out so they, 
can get to work as the harvest is | 
truly ripe. The heathen have waited 
so long, and shall they continue to 
die in their sin and darkness because 
we back at home have shouted and 
enjoyed our experience so long, for- 
getting those who have never heard? 
God forbid. I know the saints are 
waking up and that victory is sure 
and certain for God and His Church 
out here in China, but sister, can’t you 
decide on some plan to stir the 
churches who have not been stirred 
to do their part, too? We were indeed 
surprised to get such a big amount 
from Miami, truly it far exceeds any- 
thing we would have thought about 
coming from there. I had in mind 
that there was only a handful of 
saints there, but it is often the “few” 
,and the “poor” who move things.

When I was in Florid# last summer 
I wanted to come to Miami. I es- 
pecially wanted to visit that colored 
church there (God gave me such a 
love for the colored people when I got 
saved) and tell them about China. 
Somehow I coveted an offering from 
them for the work over here as I 
thought it would so move the Chinese 
to hear about the Colored people giv- 
ing toward their salvation. God may 
use you among them. I feel they 
would be interested in something 
special, as the following: 


There is a city where we have 
made previous efforts to open work 
and have some seats and other fur- 
nishings there but we must rent a 
place of worship (or could use a4 
tent there during the warm weather 
if we had one) and place a native 
worker there. There will be various 
expenses attached to this place and 
as it is on a railroad some one can 
go from our headquarters, Tsinanfu, 
once every month for a few days to 
help and encourage the native worker 
for a few days, and when we get 
plenty of missionaries from home 
gome would like to settle there I am 
gure: But what I was going to say, 
I have been thinking that the Colored 
people would like to take up. «that 
work and support it. About $18.00 
pér month will open it and run it at 
the present and it could be considered 
purely their work in the Church out 
hére. Poashan is the name of the 
place. The Church of God at Poa- 
shan, Shantung, China. Doesn’t that 
sound good? As it now stands I

don’t know when the work there can 
be opened as it will take all that 
comes to save the work at Hsuei Pei 
and Changli and keep the work in 
Tsinanfu going. Then there are new 
missionaries to be sent out, besides 
taking care of those already on the 
field, so as yeu see we can hardly 
touch it looking at it in the natural. 
But I thought that if it were put to 
the dear Colored people in such a 
way they wouid love to do this spe- 
cia work. There has been so Many 
prayers prayed for that place and 
efforts put forth until there will be 
a harvest of souls from the beginning 
I truly believer — *. 4 

You asked if we were goimg to pu 
up any buildings, Our videst and 
largest work is in the cotifitry, twen- 
There 
are two churches out there and God 
has greatly blessed in both those 
places. We bought the property at 
both places but it needed repairs. 
Then of course Chinese dwellings are 
not made suitable for churches, so 
the Chinese felt the buildings in too 
bad condition to fix over and wanted 
to go ahead and tear down and build 
new ones. I told them not to as we 
had no money to do it with and I 
had no leading or faith for it, but 
they felt they had, so I took my hands 
off and let them do as they felt led 
and the result was that they got in 
debt several hundred dollars. I vate 
written about it in the paper severa 
oan besides telling the saints about 
it in person when I was at home but 
we have never had any money given 
us to amount to anything toward lift- 
ing the obligation. The debt has now 
increased to eleven or twelve hundred 
dollars as the interest out here is 
very heavy. I wrote Brother Llewel- 
lyn to try and borrow it in America 
to pay off out here and put the debt 
in America where the interest is 
cheaper and pay it off by de- 
grees out of-the Foreign Missionary 
offerings. I am sure he will do what 
he can as he has a missionary heart 
and is stirring up interest through 
the paper. 

The buildings are very nice and 
well worth what they cost and if we 
misionaries had had to go Ahead 
and do it all and pay for the materials 
to the Chinese direct we doubtless 
would have had to pay much more 
besides the trouble. Not only are the 
buildings worth saving, but it is such 
a good district to work in, that is 
such a needy one, as it is right out 
in the midst of the blackest of heath- 
epism, where foot binding and all 
kinds of heathen practices go on con- 
tinually. It is at this place where 
most of the Christians are. The 
property of course will be registered 
in the American Consulate here in 
the name and for the Churth ef God 
with headquarters at Cleveland, Tenn. 

We have great hopes and ambitions 
for the work over here and talk and 
pray very much about ‘it. Surely 
God’s Church is going to rise and 
shine out here in China, too. We are 
paying a tremendous rent in 
Tsinanfu, not too much according to 
rents, but rents are so high we would 
pay for a place in a year and a half. 
Now we do want to: use very careful- 
ly the money which the saints send 
out here and it is unreasonable, or 
bad business policy I should say, to 





rent when we would soon pay out

From Africa I turn my eyes’ to 
India’s coral strand and what do I 
see? Millions of deluded souls bow- 
ing down to stocks and stones. Las- 
tening I hear a great noise as of the 
voice of many waters. They are cry- 
ing for help from their gods who 
cannot do them any good. Who is 
responsible for this? Their hearts 
are open to the truth. Millions of 
them would bow the knee to the God 
of heaven if they only knew of Him: 
We have meén who would gladly go. 
The door is open and the call is ur- 
gent. The cost of delay is being paid 
in human souls. Thousaffis are going 
down while we stand by and look on. 
Again I ask where is the responsi- 
bility? The door is wide open and 
many feel the call. Answer please. 


From India I turn my eyes to China. 
I see a little woman th her hus- 
band who a few vetltas> heard the 
Macedonian cry from poor old blind 
China, “Come over and help us.” They 
took as it were their lives in their 
hand and answered the-call. God has 
been with them and is still with them 
blessing their labors but oh, the suf- 
fering, the sacrificing, the mental 
agony and travail of soul they have 
endured as they have watched the 
little missions ° struggling for exist- 
ence. Thank God for Sister Rushin 
and her band of faithful workers. 
Just yesterday a cablegram came from 
her that to save the work she Would 
be compelled to have financial help 
at once. Brother Llewellyn wired her 
the money and I suppose she is-happy 
today. Whether he had it in the 
treasury, or whether he borowed it 
at the bank I do not know, 
If it were borrowed it will have 
to be replaced. Remember this next 
Foreign Mission day and swell the 
offering. 


We must not let that work go down 
for want of means. There has been 
too much praying and sacrificing on 
the part of this faithful band to think 
of letting it go. O the teeming mil- 
lions who inhabit this dark continent 
who know nothing of our blessed gos- 
pel. Thousands are dying - without 
God and going out into eternity to 
plow the fiery billows of hell’ who 
might have gone to glory had they 
only heard of Christ “How can they 
believe in him of whom they have 
not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher? and how shall 
they preach, except they be sent?” 


Once more we say the door is open 
and the call for help is ringing in our 
ears. We have plenty who feel the 
call to go but there are no means to 
send them. O laymen of the church, 
where is the responsibility resting? 
Answer please. It is time we were 
getting down to business. We have 
shouted and told everybody we would 
not accept the world in exchange for 
our hope of heaven when maybe we 
have never given a five cent piece 
to let our neighbors know about it. 
If it is of such worth to you, why are 
you so unconcerned about your broth- 
er who has not had the privilege of 
knowing anything of these glorious 
experiences you profess? Such dec- 
larations are becoming like sounding 
brass and tinkling cymbals. Let us 
move up on the line of missions and 
let the world know of this great sal- 
vation. Soon it will be too late for 
us to redeem ourselves. I fear God is 
already frowning on us for our neg- 
ligence. May God bless and help each 
one to rally to this good work and 
send missionaries into every place 





where they are needed. Our mission 
aries and native workers are in need 


and their piteous criés touch my’ 


heart. 


I just received a personal letter 
from a dear native worker in Jamaica, 
stating that he was in need of some 
thing to wear and appealed to me 
for help. I will give an extract from 
his letter just as he wrote it to me, 
“I am very poor and in need of a 
little cloth. So my spirit direct you 
to me, sir. It didn’t direct me to 
nobody in this island but to you, sir. 
Because He said, “Give your alms in 
secret and He will reward openly. 
Dear brother, I am praying for you al? 
and we are getting on fine.” My finan- 
cial burdens are heavy but I will 
have to do something for this broth 
er. I suppose he is a native worker. If 
any one wants to help me, send it to 
headquarters as foreign mission 
money stating what it is for. I wish 
we could get him a suit of clothes. 
He is saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost and belongs to the 
Church of God. 


As I think of this big world of ours 
with its teeming millions of people 
and how few of them have any knowl- 
edge of God it stirs my very soul. I 
once had a vision of the millions of 
earth, They seemed to be gathered 
in a great field and were busily en- 
gaged in the pursuits of life. Some 
were farming some manufacturing 
and some were in the mercantile bus- 
iness, in fact, I saw them in every 
avocation of life. Some were engaged 
in things I had never seen in my life. 
They were of various colors, customs 
and habits. They were all moving in 
the same direction which appeared to 
bo a sloping decline which grew 
steeper as they moved along, Finally 
I saw them as they became frightened 
over their condition and tried to 
check. themselves but, the decline be- 
came so steep that‘they were unable 
to stop. A little farther down I saw 
an awful precipice. Peeping over I 
saw in the dark chasm, liquid fire as 
it flashed from between the mighty 
columns of smoke, which was rising 
like a furious cloud toward the open 
heavens. As the liquid mass boiled 
in its fury I could see the forms of 
human beings as they would be thrown 
to the surface by the movement of the 
veritable lake of fire. From their nos- 
trils, mouth, eyes, and ears were 
flowing streams of fire and oh! such 
torture, such crying such groaning 
and wailing as came from these poor 
victims as their voices were mixed 
with the roaring of the smeltering 
mass. I’ll never forget it. I saw this 
great mass of humanity as it was 
irresistible swept on and on until 
they reached the brink of the prec* 
pice where they were going overboard 
much faster than I could count them 
Sometimes there would be only one 
or two at a time then there would 
be hundreds go over together. As 
they approached the place they Youla 
blair their eyes, clench their fists, 
gnaw their tongues and gnash their 
teeth as in a fit of anger. As they 
went over they would give a long 
wail of Lost! Lost! jg Lost! 


I was just beginning my ministry and 
was in a Bible Training school prepar- 
ing myself. I thought the vision meant 
a call to the foreign field. I told my 
‘wife and children about it and we 
prayed through and all became rec- 
onciled to what seemed to be the 
will of the Lord. But the Lord seemed 
only to want to intensify my zeal in 
the ministry. So I gave myself ‘whol 
ly into the hands of the Lord and 
have been ready to go.or stay. This 
vision inspires me when in active 
service and makes me uneasy when 
I am not actively engaged in the 
ministry of serving God and humani- 
ty. I can shut my eyes any time and 
see that awful'stream of humanity 
plunging off into hell. ef 


Brother, we may all have a part in 
rescuing precieus souls from the ever- 
lasting burning.

Of course 
we could stop and see some other 
countries, but we have become more 
interested in China since we met our 
Church of God missionary, Sister 
Rushin, and also became personally 
acquainted with her helper, Miss Ina 
Yingst, who went over afterwards. 


To Those 


It is said that the earth rotates 
upon its axis and makes a revolution 
in twenty-four hours. The sun on ac- 
count of it being stationary only shines 
upon one side of the earth at the 
same time, thus, while we are up and 
doing today the people in China are 
sleeping because it is night. 

I have only mentioned this because 
the thought came to me of the total 
darkness that the Chinese are under, 
and they are asleep to their better 
interests.

Missionaries tell us of the many 
children roaming the streets and 
sleeping of nights in back alleys, in 
dry goods boxes, and picking up any 
thing they may find to eat, even from 
the garbage can, in order to subsist. 

China is said to be the oldest of 
the nations, theirsown books date 
back to 2,375 years before Christ. 
They should havé been far in ad- 
vance of other nations in civilization 
and science and true religion, but 
the devil has laid his slimy, black 
hands on them and they are handi- 
capped. As this is the case with in- 
dividuals so it is with nations. This 
terrible opiate demon that has gotten 
hold of them, has stupified them, over- 
powered their will-power and has 
them on the downward grade.

Not one man alone furnished 
the energy to man that boat to its 
destiny, but all were greatly inter- 
ested. He, doubtless, knew what He 
would do on arriving at Gadara, just 
as He knew what He would do when 
He should meet up with the blind 
Bartimaeus. But it was their business 
to land Him on the other side.

Dear Saints of the Church of 40d— 
~ Greetings in Jesus’ Name From Far 

Away China: 

We are encouraged. Help us_ to 
push the work along. Do not stop 
short of the final goal of our great 
commission, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.” 

The field is white unto harvest in 
all parts of the world. Many precious 
souls are being lost every moment 
of the time. 


Right now our attention is centered 
on China. The work already estab- 
lished, at so great a sacrifice by our 
pioneer missionaries, Brother and 
Sister Rushin, has been all but lost. 
We are endeavoring to save it before 
it is too late. If every saint will do 
as well as some have done, or will 
do their very best the work will be 
saved. We are believing God _ to 
spare these mission stations. 


The Church of God which 
Tsinanfu, Shantung, China in Asia 
(sounds good, doesn’t it?) is the 
youngest of the work of Brother and 
Sister Rushin. But this work did not 
spring up’ over night,'nor was the 
church set in order after a few days 
revival. We can’t have revivals in 
China like in America. It takes 
patient working and praying to win 
souls where the people are bound by 
demon powers as they are here. We 
praise God for the lighthouse in 
Tsinanfu. It is some day going to 
outshine everything else in the city. 


Our country work at Hsuei-Pei, 
twenty miles out from the railroad is 
my special interest. Three miles 
farther is Jong-Li, also a part of the 
same work. Brother Ma Hsu Yeh is 
our pastor at those places. He is a 
faithful brother and God is blessing 
his labors. 


is at 


One day last tall we started for 
Hsuei-Pei. We, Brother Ma (who 
eame to welcome us and take us 
back), Sister Rushin, little Deborah, 
Joel and I left the house in rick- 
shaws with bedding and a suit-case 
of clothes for the children. We left 
Tsinanfu about two o’clock and ar- 
vived in Taianfu about six o’clock. 
We were met by Chinese Christian 
friends and took rickshaws across the 
tewn to’the mission station where 
Brother and Sister Rushin spent their 
first days in China. Here we were 
entertained for the night before con- 
tinuing our journey into the coun- 
try. It was real pleasure to see 
Americans and eat an American meal 
with them. We ate*in the same 
room where Sister Rushin had her 
early struggles with the Chinese 
language. She now ,gspeaks the 
language quite fluently. 


At nine o'clock the next morning 
We got on our wheelbarrow. It was a 
large double one with a man in front 
to pull and one behind to push. Our 
bedding made our otherwise . rough 
Seats comfortable. A bamboo mat 
over our heads protected us from the 
hot sun. Sister Rushin sat on one 
side with Deborah and I sat on the 
other side with Joel. Some bundles 
of bedding made a support for our 
backs and we stretched our feet out 
in front of us. 


It seemed quite an undertaking to 
go on such a trip with those babies 
but it could not well he otherwise. 
The dear Christians were expecting 
us and-would have been so disappoint- 
ed had we failed to have gone. We got 
along so well with the children, they 
are real missionary children—prophet 
Joe] and prophetess Deborah. 


We crossed thirteen small rivers or 
sandy river beds all of which are full 
of water inJuky. They freeze over in 
the winter time.We went through many 
small mid-waHled villages which are 
in need of the gospel. Every ' five 
miles the wheelbarrow men stopped 
to drink tea and refresh themselves. 
At the first stop they ate ‘breakfast, 
They had gone that long distance 
without food. In Shantung the Chi- 
nese eat but two meals a day. At 
the next stop we ate our dinner. To 
the bread and sandwiches we had we 
added scrambled eggs, tea, peanuts 
and some Chinese steam bread 
(maumas) made of whole wheat flour 
which we fried to have them hot. 
This we ate at a xeal Chinese inn— 
square tables and benches under a 
bamboo shelter in front of the open 
shed like house where the cooking 
was done and probably where the 
family lived. _ ‘ ’ 

The Chinese came quite close to us. 
A white baby is a rare thing in those 
parts and, doubtless, many had nev- 
er seen one before. The mothers would 
like to have handled the baby’s hands 
or clothing but the poor souls were 
so dirty that it would be dangerous 
for the baby. They would say, “How 
whife she is?” : 


Here we saw so many litile girls 
with their feet bound. The feet were 


_ So small and they walked so pitifully. 


They knew-no better. Poor dear girls. 
They have no opportunity to go to 
School. The boys may go but it 
takes very much to get a girl in 
school. Usually the only way to get 
the girls is to have a boarding school 
and then the parents will not 
pay anything. But there are some 
Yarents that realize the great good 


the schools are doing for their chil. 


dren and help all they are able, And 
again many are too poor to do any- 
thing and it is a great relief to have 
one mouth cared for; 

We want schools for our girls. When 
vo edoceate them we we can teach 


them to unbind their feet. The Chris- 
tian women unbind their feet but for 
along time suffer untold agonies. 
Their feet are so bound out of their 
natural shape that there is no natural 
support for them and when the arti- 
ficial support 18 removed the bones 
fall out of their accustomed places. 
Those of you who have suffered from 
broken arches may be able to under- 
stand about this: condition, although 
they have never suffered anything 
compared to what these poor women 
and girls suffer. I saw a woman’s 
feet which had been unbound for 
several’ years. They are somewhat 
larger than most women’s bound feet, 
but they are not the natural shape. 
The big toe is straight but the others 
are all turned underneath and they 
walk on the knuckles of their toes 
instead of the bottom as nature intend- 
ed. How it touched me as I saw 
them. They bear the weight of their 
bodies on their heels, which makes 
their walking quite awkwards 


As we neared Hsue-Pei a few of the 
Christians came out to: meet us. It 
is Chinese custom for the host to go 
cut to meet important guests who 
come from a distance. We could see 
that we were coming to a larger vil- 
lage than the others. At last we 
crossed the little stone bridge over 
the moat, through the gate into the vil- 
lage and up the main street. The 
shops all gave forth an air of antiqui- 
ty.and dreaminess. It was now near- 
irg supper hour. The sun was low in 
the west behind us. 


When more than halfway up this 
bumpy village street we stopped. This 
is the Church of God at Hsuei-Pei. 
There is nothing old about this place 
but it is modern and quite foreign. 
They have some fine buildings there, 
of which we are proud. They 
are well worth the cost. May God 
grant that the debt be speedily lifted. 

The entrance is quite an imposing 
structure in the little village built 
of grey brick, tile roof and double 
doors. The first door of heavy wood 
is painted black, the second a com- 
bination of four doors, the two in 
the center opening forming a wider 
entrance and the others are single en- 
trances. Between these two sets of 
doors is a little hall like plaee. To 
the right as we enter is a door which 
leads to a room which might be the 
doorkeeper’s room. This window has 
a screened window facing the street. 
‘Yhere is a similar room on the other 
side with a window. This is ‘the 
school teacher’s room and opens from 
the schoolroom. 


Passing through both doors we 
came into an open court with fancy 
designed cobblestone walks and bright 
flowers in pots very artistically ar- 
ranged in several places. To our left 
was the schoolroom, in front’ the 
meeting house and to our right the 
men’s room which was given to us 
during our stay there. There is a 
smaller room at the farther end of 
this part of the structure. 

Our room was three units long and 
about one unit wide. This unit is 
from seven to nine feet long. The 
little room at the end is a unit room. 
The schoolroom is a four unit room. 
At the farther end of the schoolroom 
the walk goes around the mission 
room to the back. There is a second 
entrance on the side. From the ar- 
rangement this side is the back of 
the building, the platform being to 
the right as we enter. This building 
is a separate structure and is three 
units long and more thap a unit wide. 


As we entered the door of the room 
we were to occupy we saw the square 
table and two chairs, one on either 
side inviting us in true Chinese fash- 
ion. In back of the table was a long 
shelf supported by small high cabinets, 
one on each end. A washstand was 
at the right end of the shelf and a 
bed at each end. A small built in 
cupboard was over the bed at one 
end. To the left of the door and next 
to the bed was a writing desk. There 
are two windows (foreign windows) 
with glass in the front.and one high 
one in the back. 

I felt so wonderfully at home and 
stepped outside in time—it seemed 
like to catch a blessing that was 
dropping out of the skies just then. 
That night we had meeting in the 
little mission room which; had been 
blessed many times by the power and 
presence of the Holy Spirit. On the 
walls were large Chinese charts and 
some familiar scenes from the Sunday 
school lesson charts which came from 
Cleveland, Tenn. The bamboo mats 
on the stone floor and the little red 
benches all looked so clean. 


How we were biessed that night. 
Sister Rushin talked with some boys 
that night whom she had known for 
several years and some whom she had 
helped in some way in time past. 
They were on their way to get work. 
She gave them words of encourage- 
ment and exhorted them to do the 
right thing. 


The next day we went to Jong Li 
in our wheelbarrows. Sister Ma went 
along and she and I took turns in 
riding. We came to a wide river that 
we must cross and as thére was no 


other way I waded across. Brother 
Ma who was walking had to be 
carried. 


Here as in Hsuei-Pei the church 
property is the best looking in the 
village. It consists of a-school house 
and teacher’s room. The meeting 
house has a small living room at the 
end fitted with bed, table and chairs. 
The cooking is done in a little build- 





ing separate from the rest. 
were many flowers and a gourd vine 
formed a shade in front of one of the 
smaller room doors. There were two 
large jars of goldfish and inthe back' 
was a large -garden. It had many 
lovely vegetables in it. 


It was market aay when we were in 
Jong Li and that is always a busy 
day. We visited the stalls all along 
the two principle streets. 

We met some of the Christians. 
Brother Chee whom God _ delivered 
from opium after he had used it for 
about twenty-seven years has a pros- 
perous looking home, if we judge as 
the Chinese do, by the amount of 
trash around the place. The poor 
people burn every little stick, straw 
and leaf for fuel and so keep their 
yards swept clean with everything 
used up. But this brother 
-showed his wealth in large cribs of 
golden grain and many bushels of 
beans spread out on his threshing 
floor, besides many yet in stacks. He 
has his fields but is a gentleman. His 
long finger nails show that he does 
not have to work for his living. All 
his sons and daughters-in-law with the 
grandchildren live on the home place. 
' We left Jong Li late in the after- 
noon and it was dusk when we 
reached home. Hsuei Pei is my home. 
The next day was Sunday with allits 
meetings and blessings. The little 
school boys marched in and took 
their places. How good to see their 
shining faces. 

It was a wonderful service that day. 
Christians had come for miles around 
to welcome their beloved missionary 
back to China. Oh, how happy they 
were to see her. She told them all 


about her irip home and how she 
traveled over the states trying to 
cover as much ground as_ possible. 


She was so encouraged and tald them 
of all she felt the Church was going 
to do.. ; 

Do you know that while you have 
been safe at home shouting the vic- 
tory in your own souls, your.own mis- 
‘sionaries have been so pressed that 
at-times they could not shout, only 
ery and pray and pray and cry? The 
enemy has been pressing in on us 
and attacking on every side, while 
you at home sat quietly by, dreaming 
of heaven, perhaps (7). 

God is going to have His purpose 
accomplished. He is not going to for- 
sake the Church of God for she was 
purchased by the blood of the Lamb 
for sinners slain and is built on the 
rock against which the gates of hell 
can never prevail. She is Hjs own 
creation but each soul which does 
not measure up He puts out and 
raises up others to fill his place. 
We have been holding on all these 
long months because we have faith in 
God and His Church. We want to 
do great things but how can we 
looking at conditions in the natural? 
Saints, send out the waiting mis- 
sionaries with a good support for each 
and for the opening of new mission 
stations with proper homes for the 
missionaries and for schools. We 
have two primary schools now but 
when our children finish them they 
have to go to the Baptist school. 
Then, too, our native workers must 
be trained. We need a language 
school for our missionaries. The 
language schools at Peking and Nan- 
king turn out folks who deny the 
inspiration of the Scriptures; the aton- 
ing blood of Jesus, the personality 
and work of the Holy Ghost and ali 
kindred truths. 
Shall we let these people rule the 
educational and religious life of the 
Chinese people? No, a_ thousand 
times, no. We must arise and save 
this people out of this dark land for 
the full gospel of everlasting truth. 
May the Lord bless you all.

Then un- 
doubtedly the one who says that he 
will stand by the word of God alone, 
means to Say that he is able to place 
a proper meaning to every verse of 
Scripture, thus rendering the Church, 
elders, bishops, deacons, and evange- 
lists useless as far as he is concerned. 
The Bible though divinely inspired is 
but a written document and remains 
always silent unless interpreted. ‘To 
the apostles our Lord gave the charge 
io teach all nations as in Mark 16:16 
and Matt. 28:19-20. It was the apos- 
tles that Christ sent to preach. The 
rest of the folks were to stay at home 
and work with their hands to support 
them that were sent. All can be 
Christians but all cannot be preach- 
ers. Preachers that have gone without 
being called are responsible for sev- 
enty-five per cent. of all the trouble 
that arises in the Church. Such ones 
should be encouraged to stay at home.

After he had received 
the law from God and was returning 
from the mountain top he heard the 
shouts of the people and saw them 
worshiping the calf and he dropped 
the stones and broke the law. You 
will find an account of this recorded 
in Ex. 32:18, 19. Today since there is 
so much rebellion and formalism and 
fanaticism, if the minister doesn’t 
stay on his face before God most of 
the time he is liable to lay down the 
law (which is ‘s Word), and giye 
it up as a bad job and declare that
